1-10: bat, bi, him, lau, host, sei, zazpi, zortzi, bederatzU hamar; 11 hamaika; 
12 hamabi; 13 hamahiru; 20 hogei; 30 hogei eta hamar; 40 berrogei; 60 
hirurogei; 70 hururogei eta hamar; 80 laurogei; 100 ahun. That is, a vigesimal 
system. Apart from bat, which follows its noun, the numerals precede the 
noun, which is in the singular: e.g. bost seme 'five sons'. 
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
